Here is the first sketch made public in Canada showing the construction 
of the English ‘‘Mystery 8" racer that has been designed to go 220 miles an 
hour. The car has been brought to the United States for a try-out along the

feet wide and about seven miles long, 

The racer is a 1,000-horse-power affair costing $100,000 and built with 
two 12-cylinder engines joined by a shaft. It is the product of the famous 
Sunbeam Motor Company of England. 

Major H. 0. D, Seagrave, its driver, is an American-born English racer 
who has won several speed medals and has broken several records
